INTO A COACH SEIZED A YOUNG GIRL WHO HAD BEEN PINNED UNDER THE WRECKAGE OF A SEAT AND

PUEBLO, Colo., March 16 —About forty charred bodies lie in 


the ruins of two passenger trains on the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad, which were wrecked by a head-end collision at 2:10 
o'clock this morning at a point between Beaver and Adobe, about 
twenty-eight miles west of Pueblo, and were in part burned. 


Fifteen persons who were severely injured in the disaster are 


lying on cots at St. Mary's hospital, in this city, with the prospect 
that some of them will be added to the death list. 


For two hours and a half, half nude men, thrown from the'r 


berths by the impact of the two trains rushing together, frantically 
tore at burning timbers, endeavoring vainly to extricate scorching 
people from an awful fate. _ 


When a relief train arrived from Pueblo there was little left in 


the cars that were burned to indicate that there had been a precious 
freightage of human lives, excepting piles of scorched flesh and 
smouldering bones. 
TRAINS CASRH TOGETHER 


Passenger train No. 3, the Utah and California Express, which 


started from Denver at S o'clock last evening, left this city soon 
after midnight, heavily loaded with passengers, and pulled by eng- 
ines 529 and 520 


The forward coach of the hapless train was well filled; in fact, 


it was difficult to find a seat anywhere, and a number of passengers 
were standing in the aisles. 


Just as this train was rounding a sharp curve between Beaver 


and Adobe, train No. 16, east bound, and running at a hight rate of 
speed, whirled around the curve and crashed into the heavy train 
which was climbing the sharp grade. 
' 


In an instant all was confusion. Passengers were hurled from 


their seats and covered with splinters of wood and flying glass. 
Many were killed in the awful impact, and others, caught beneath the 
wreckage, filled the air with their cries for assistance. 


A moment later the gas with which the train qpas lighted, ex- 


ploded, and in an instantthe wreckage was blazing fiercely. 
HORRIBLE SCENES ENACTED 


One nian on the coach of No. 3 had managed to raise a window 


and forced himself half way to freedom, when he became lodged in 
the window. He fought fiercely for life*, but each movement only 
wedged nim the more tightly. 
The flames swept over htm and 


left him writhing in agony. 


"For God's sake and forlthe sake of my baby also, shoot me," 
d 


ie cried. The onlookers, prevented from approaching the scene be- 
cause of the intense heat, could do nothing to relieve the man's suf- 
ierings. F-"ally a timber from the roof of the car fell upon his head, 
killing him. 


The first four coaches of nam No1 3 were piled up, the greatest 


damage being done ir> the fofv^ard coach 
It was hers that the 


worst havoc was wrought. Hardly a. person in this coach es~'ped 
w*th his life. A majority qf the bodies caught by the fire were re- 
duced to a crisp. 


J. L. Lawrence, of Bellflower, Mo., and !5. H. Sweeney, of Tren- 


ton, Mo., were the only passengers in this coach that are known to 
have escaped, both sustaining but slight injuries. 
ESCAPES ARE 
MIRACULOUS 


When the collision came, engine 720, which was pulling train 


No. 16, was crushed, and being forced by the impact, it telescoped 
the express car and shattered the first coach. 


The passengers in this coach were all taken out before the 


wreckage caught fire, and the casualties m this car were slight in s 
comparison to the awful havoc wrought upon the westbound train. 


E. M. McParland, niessenger of the Globe Express Company, 


who was in the express car of No. 16, was caught in the wreckage 
and burned to death. So for as can be learned he was the only one of 
the eastbound train to suffer this fate. 


The three engines were practically demolished.. Engine 529, 


with Engineer Walter Crosslet in charge, was helping train No. 3 
up the grade, and this engine received the full force of the b!ow, 
being caught between the other two engines, and was reduced to 
scrap iron. 


Enginer Crosslet had no opportunity to escape, though his 


fireman, E.*J. Smith, saw the headlight on No. 16 as-it rounded the 
curve, and escaped with his fife. 


William Hollis and his fireman, Hugh 'Sudduth, of the engine 


pulling the east bound train, were unable to save themselves. 


For more than a year Engineer Crosslett has- had a presenti- 


ment that he would be killed on the road. 
CRUSHED 
LIKE 
EGGSHELLS 


Owing to the fact that the lighter ears were in the front on 


each train, they received the full force of th<j blow and were crushed 
like eggshells. The sleepers were practically uninjured, the passen- 
gers being only badly shaken up.

conditions that prevailed. A relief train with surgeons was hastily 
arranged When the news reached the officers .of the company in this 
city, and it arrived at the scene about S o'clock in the morning. 


The wounded were at once placed upon the train and were 


brought to this city. Undertakers went to the scene of the wreck on 
the first relief train and assisted in extricating the dead and dying 
passengers. 


On train No. 16 was Dr. Cochem, of Salida. He had nothing 


with him in the way of appliances for the care of the injured ex- 
cepting a pocket case, but rendered valuable assistance. 


it will be very difficult, indeed, to identify them. 


How many bodies still remain at the scene of the wreck has not 


been established up to this hour. 


Shortly before noon another relief train came in from the 


wreck bringing the bodies of sixteen of the dead. They were imme- 
dia*ely taken to an undertaking establishment, and the work of pre- 
paring the bodies for identification was begun.

worst railroad wreck in Colorado since 
the memorable Eden disaster occurred 
about 2:30 o'clock this morning on the 
i Denver & Rio Grande Railroad near 
Adobe, about thirty miles west of Pu- 
eblo. 


Eastbound train No. 16 crashed into 


No. 3 westbound, telescoping the for- 
ward cars on each train. 


The coaches at onoe took fire and 


the flames completed the horror begun 
by the collision. 


The number of dead is estimated at 


from fifteen to fifty. The number of 
injured is placed at twenty-five. 
The 


cause of the wreck is attributed to a 
failure to deliver orders to No. 16, so 
that No, 3 could pass. 


CARES FOR INJURED. 
- 


Among the physicians who rendered 


assistance was Dr. F. N. Cochens of 
Salida, who was on No. 16 at the time 
of nhe collision, but who escaped in- 
jury. 
He at once began caring for 


the wounded, and was assisted by Dr. 
G. W. Rambro and Dr, F. R. Moore of 
Florence, who soon arrived 
at 
the 


scene of the disaster. 


Some of the victims 
were pinned 


under the wrecl-age and burned alive 
before help could reach them. 


Most of the injured were on No. 3, 


which was heavily laden. 
No. 16 car- 


ried comparatively few passengers and 
these escaped generally with a slight 
shaking up. 


LOSES HIS FAMILY.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


The first three cars of No. 16 .were 


piled up, but before the wreckage took 
fire the majority of the passengers were 
removed.

age and burned to death. 


According tb a statement of a pas- 


senger in the front coach of No. 3, 
there were only eight or ten vacant 
seats in that caK 


J. L. Lawton, of Bellflower, Mo., and 


S. H. Sweeney of Trenton, Mo., es- 
caped with slight injuries. 
Lawton 


had his back badly wrenched and left 
leg cut. 


Sweeney's left leg was pinned 
be- 


neath the wreckage and badly mashed. 
He was pulled from the mass by two 
men just before the fire reached him. 


L. H. Rose and Ed F. Wood of Den- 


ver, mail clerks on No. 3, escaped with 
a slight shaking up. The Impact, they 
say, was hardly noticeable. 


SHOCK IS SLIGHT. 


"When we felt the shock," said Rose, 


"we both rushed to the door, realizing 
that something was wrong. 
The fire 


had started in the coach in the rear of 
us by the time we got out." 


The wrecker reached the scene at 


16:45 a. m., but 
the 
fire 
from the 


coaches prevented any operations until 
later. 


DANGEROUS PLACE. 


The place where the trains came to- 


gether was near Mile Post No. 147. The 
trains were rounding a sharp 
curve 


around a high, bluff just a short dis- 
tance west of where passenger train 
No. 16 and freight No. 63 came together 
October 15, 1904, in which 
collision 


several persons were killed and 
in- 


jured. 


It was impossible for the engineers 


of either train to see the other until the 
two trains were within about 200 yards 
of each other. 


At this point the Santa Fe and Den- 


ver & Rio Grande tracks run close to- 
gether, and it was easy for the engine- 
men to suppose that the 
oncoming 


train was on the Santa Fe track.

ONLY TWO ESCAPE. 


Of the Hewitt family of eleven only 


two escaped. The others were burned | 
to a crisp. During the progress of the 
flames one man was seen hanging from 
a car window. 


"For God's sake save me," he cried, 


but the heat was too intense for the 
rescuers to reach him. 
He 
slowly 


roasted to death before the eyes of the 
crowds around the burning wreck. 


Another train bringing dead and in- 


jured is expected to arrive here within 
a short time. 
A telephone 
message 


from Florence at 7 o'clock said that j 
none of the injured or dead had been 
brought to that place, consequently it 
is expected all will be brought to Pu- 
eblo. 


Dr. McMahon, who has been at the 


wreck since early this morning, esti- 
mates the-dead at forty. He telephoned 
that he was leaving on a special train 
with the bodies for Pueblo.

Today it was declared seml- 
authorltatlvely that the Harriman In- 
terest has bought the system In Its 
entirety. 
The lines comprised In the 


transfer Include approximately about 
180 miles of electric railway In opera- 
tion between Los Angele* and many 
suburban and beach towns. 
The acquisition of the Los Angeles- 
Paclflo system by Harriman, of which 
there appears no doubt In local flnan- 
c'a! circles, gives ths Southern Pacific 
president an electric system almost equal 
In mileage to trat controlled by H. B. 
Huntlngton in Southern California.

Pembroke took the stand 
to testify 01 behalf of her son

cried on the witness stand, but told hor 
story of how, after George Blaker had 
been convicted and sentenced.v he cams 
to her in the County Jail, where she 
was talking to Percy, and said. 
"Second degree, Percy. 
Do all that 
you can to send Schneider over. Mrs. 
Pembroke, I want to tell you that Percy 
nsd nothing to do with the murder of 
Tom Cook. 
Percy lan away and wan 
not there at ths time." 
Attorney Lin Church 
followed 
Mrs. 
Pembroke ou the stand on behalf of bin 
own client. 
In conversation afterwards 
he said: "I hate to have to do such a 
thing, but BIak«r told me that Pembroke 
ran away and was not near Cook when 
the blows were etrack. 
He not onlv 
told me this once, but two or three 
times, and I was on the point of putting 
him on the stand as my own witness " 
Attorney Ohurch testified to this state 
of facts before the Jury and said that 
he had had a number of talks with 
Blaker. and that each 
lime 
he 
had 
assured him that Pembroke was not a 
party to the murdfr. 
This testimony is all directed to con- 
tradict the evidence given by George 
Blaker, one of the youths who has al- 
ready been convicted and sentenced to

thumb and for the vapid commonplaces of form; and he was lor 
a time addicted to reading proof for his neighbors and lecturing 
them on the use of slipshod English and the iniquity of not fol- 
lowing the directions of the Dryasdusts who make grammars and 
formulate rules to limit the expression of ideas by men of mind and 
imagination. Since practical journalism has introduced him to the 
robust qualities of flexible and virile speech, unrestrained by the 
hobbles, blinders, surcingles, and halter straps of petty formalists 
to whom rule is the object and meaning a mere incident, he has 
entered a larger atmosphere and become more keenly perceptive oi

And what good writers and^ speakers 
use is good usage, whether grammarians know it or not." 


All good and directly to the point, but what follows is still 


better.

is not a set of rules, a mode or a form, but a vehicle of_thought, a 
communicant of ideas, a transmitter of both mood and impression. 
He shows that the grammarians as a class are ignorant of both 
the purpose of the speech which they have attempted to subdivide, 
catalogue and parcel out in stated 
doses like an apothecary 


making up a prescription. He shows them that they really know 
nothing of either the structure or the texture of the language, and 
are hopelessly blind to the fact that the English tongue is plastic 
material in the hands of rhetoricians, poets and logicians, that its 
forms, while carrying the figures and scenes of a canvas, are as 
varied in artistic quality as the individuality and temperament of 
the writers who have created its literary standards 
This para- 


graph goes for the grammar humbugs in smashing style: 


"Out on these purists, anyway' What do they know of the 


wealth of living speech? Whatever, by their ignorant standards 
'will not parse' is, to them, wrong. 
Of the real science of grammar, 


the historic structure and growth of language, they know nothing. 
They do not even know the Latin grammar, from which most of 
their artificial rules were borrowed; still less do they know how far 
the structure of the English language will stand twisting to fit those 
rules. The average author of a school text book of gramnrar not 
only knows no grammar himself, but he never read a book written 
by one who had ever really studied grammar. The average teacher 
of grammar not only knows no grammar, but never studied under 
any teacher who had ever studied grammar. So, when blind leac 
the blind over pathways laid out by the blind, it is no wonder blind 
stumbling results."

SYRACUSE, N. T., March 16—James, 


A. Ten Eyck, coach of the Syracuse 
crew,. believe* that, although, the day 
of Its accomplishment may ba post- 
poned for years, scujllng In 
college 


acquatlcs will some time 
supersede 


rowing. The Syracuse coach believes 
It for the best Interests of oarsmen 
generally, and for the game itself, that 
the change take place. He welcomes 
the innovation of quadruple sculling, 
which the stewards of the Intercolleg- 
iate Rowing Association have decided 
upon for th« regatta at Poughkeepsie 
June 23(3. Ten Eyck says that In his 
opinion a college, oarsman of today, 
although he may have rowed on his 
crew* for four years and become fam- 
ous as a stroke oar, does not get 'all 
that Is possible from his devotion to 
the sweep that he would If his time 
were given up to sculling. "Send out 
a. thousand letters to oarsmen in 
all 
parts oi the country who have had ex- 
perience with sculls and sweeps," he 
says, "and ask them which they pre- 
fer. 
Almost to a man, I predict, they 


will say the sculls. 


"Rowing, like football, 
has 
some 


enemies who say that the strain upon 
a man is too great," the coach con- 
tinued. "Here is a way of lessening 
the strain by making It more equally 
felt by all parts of the body. In sweep 
rowing there Is bound to be an un- 
equal distribution of the strain, which 
is impossible in sculling. There need 
be less bracing In the boats for quad- 
ruple or octuple sculling; they can be 
built lighter, narrower and along clos- 


much better crews from the spectat- 
ors' standpoint. Sculling, In my opin- 
ion, is undoubtedly more 
sclenUflc 


than sweep rowing, and a better-look- 
ing crew can be turned out In sculling 
than In sweep rowing In an c'4ual 
amount of time."

In the morning session Mrs. Mathilda 


Veiller, a cousin of Isabella Levy and one 
of the contestants, was placed on the 
stand and direct examination was con- 
ducted by Attorney Matt Sullivan. She 
was later In the morning subjected to a 
severe grilling by Attorney Charles JS, 
Wheeler for the defense and under his 
cross-examination became somewhat con- 
fused and contradicted hersclt several 
times. 


In order to bring these contradictions 


about, Wheeler quoted excerpts from a 
deposition made by the witness In Attor- 
ney Alexander Heynemann's 
office on 


January 20 last and succeeded in bring- 
ing about the desired confusion. Upon re- 
direct examination she was asked other 
questions fiom the deposition by Sullivan 
tending to place- her evidence aright. 
During a greater part of the afternoon 
the bulk of the deposition dealing with 
the phase of the case that is being- tried 
was read into the record by Attorney 
Charles F. Hanlon, subject to constant 
objections by the defense on the ground 
that much was hearsay.

She further swore that 
it was long after the settlement that 
doubts came into her mind about the 
legitimacy of Isabella Levy.

BERKELEY, March 16.—A shipment 


of twenty-three casee of Peruvian an- 
tiquities, received today at the museum 
of the department of anthropology at the 
Affiliated Colleges, completes the col- 
lection made by 'Or. Max Uhle for this 
department, and Is peculiarly Interesting 
aa being the last shipment of antiquities 
which will be permitted from Peru owing 
to regulations made by that government 
since these collections were formed. 
Dr. Dhle has been in charge of tho 
archaeological explorations of the Uni- 
versity of California In Peru since 1839, 
and has but recently resigned to accept 
a position under the Peruvian Govern- 
ment as director of the national museum 
of archaeology. 
His 
Investigations in 
Peru have been made with a special 
view to establishing the chronology of 
the diffeient types of culture found, and 
have made probable a succession ot from 
four to six periods of civilization In the 
various localities, tracing for the first 
time a definite historical sequence In 
ancient 
Peruvian 
history. 
Collections 
were obtained flom the vicinity of Tru- 
jlllo 
and 
Huamachucho, 
in northern 
Peru, at several localities in southern 
Peru, especially the valleys of Chlncha, 
lea and Pisco, and at Ancon, Chancay 
and other places on the coast. 
The present shipment, which contains 
many valuable pieces of pottery, textiles 
and other antiquities. Including mum- 
mies, showing the different methods of 
burlaj, was obtained In southern Peru 
some exceptionally fine pieces 
being 
found at Nazca. 
The final excavations 
were made twelve miles above Lima, 
where the oldest type of civilization oi 
the Lima valley was discovered.
